Thomas E. Wilson of Chi- 
cago, president of the association, said 
that none of the'"Big Five" packers 
received as much'as a cent and a half 
of profit on each dollar of sales made

Mr. Wilson made public the profits 


and sales of SI American corporations.

lions'of dollars, worth of business dur- 
ing 1Q10. which netted nearly six 
hundred millions of dollars In profits,"
